Response to Arguments 

Upon further consideration, it has been determined that applicant did disclose the multi- 
engine configuration, as this was the problem being solved. Applicant previously only discussed 
the various configurations for one engine/pump arrangement, but the arrangements were 
applicable to each of the multi-engine assemblies. Therefore, the previous 35 USC 1 12 first 
paragraph rejections have been rescinded.
